Commerce D epartm ent, W eather 
B ureau division, and w hen filled 
w ith an entire m onth’s reading 
the book is sent, not the w eather, 
to the w eather division, Flood 
building, San Francisco.

To Enforce Safety, Sanitation 
Codes on Indian Reservations 


Enforcem ent of County, City 
and State health, safety and sani­ 
tation codes on the Indian R eser­ 
vation w ithin the city lim its ot 
Palm Springs, w ill be launched in 
about th irty days, 
it was an ­ 
nounced by the Riverside County 
H ealth D epartm ent yesterday. 
County 
health officers have 
long sought perm ission to enforce 
these codes on the Indian R eser­ 
vation but it w asn’t until recent­ 
ly th at perm ission from the Fed­ 
eral governm ent was obtained. 


A LETTER, signed by A ssist­ 
ant S ecretary of Interior W illiam 
E. W arne, stated th a t the county 
and city officials could enforce 
safety and sanitation codes on 
the reservation if they are the 


same codes applied to the w hite 
man. 
The Riverside C ounty Health 
D epartm ent has jurisdiction in 
the enforcem ent of these laws 
w ithin cities as w ell as unincor­ 
porated areas, explained Leonard 
Miller, county sanitation officer. 


ACCORDING TO MILLER, the 
building inspector of the city will 
be asked to enforce the state 
housing act as regards safety and 
sanitation. The county surveyor, 
under the Riley act, w ill be asked 
to inspect buildings on the reser­ 
vation to see if they can w ith­ 
stand 
reasonable 
earthquake 
shocks and wind. 
All show ers and toilets public­ 
ly used w ill undergo a rieid in­ 
spection, declared Miller. He ad­ 


ded th a t only those structures 
erected after August 12, 1941, will 
come under the 
building and 
sanitation laws. 


IT WAS STATED, th at those 
buildings 
dangerous 
to 
health 
and hum ah life through lack of 
m aintenance 
and 
repair 
or 
through im proper sanitary facili­ 
ties w ithin houses m ay be con­ 
dem ned or the ow ner given a 
lim ited tim e in w hich to m ake 
corrections. 
The Sanitarian also declared 
that the new state trailer act will 
be rigidly enforced w ithin both 
cities and unincorporated areas. 
The County health departm ent 
is preparing placards to be posted 
in various areas in the county 
w here camping w ill be prohibited 
under the Squatter’s Act.

And w ho labors more 
th an the m an who has put his 
m oney in a business, sm all or 
large, and who has the responsi­ 
bility of seeing it prosper or fail? 
B ut comm on and negative usage 
brings degeneration to m any fine 
words. So today w e are inclined 
to scoff a t the m an who appears 
to like or 
appreciate any

This- p art of him appreciates 
the so-called “finer things"; it 
m akes him w ant them, and he 
strives to get them. Even in the 
heat of the m ost despised and 
hateful passion known to m an­ 
kind—the 
practice of w arfare, 
organized killing—the artillery­ 
m an and 
the 
bom badiers en­ 
deavor 
to 
m iss 
the 
buildings 
w hich are exam ples of splendid 
design 
and 
architecture. 
A.nd 
those who possess these m agnifi­ 
cent exam ples of art do all in 
their pow er to protect them — 
building 
p rotectiv e 
bulw arks 
aro u n d ' their buildings; placing 
their fine paintings, books, music, 
pieces of 
sculpture, 
far away 
from harm . Why? Becaus they 
know, instinctively, that these 
w orks of a rt m ust survive. When 
the “shouting and tum ult dies 
and the captains and the kings 
depart" these m asterful expres­ 
sions out of the refinem ent of 
m an’s intellect will rem ain. And 
they have rem ained. We are only 
rem inded of .th e “captains and 
the kings” w hen we are forced 
to open a history book occasion­ 
ally. We rem em ber some of them 
w ith distaste, for instance, Omar, 
the Conqueror, who burned the 
the ancient library in Alexandria 
in the seventh century. A library 
that contained Seven Hundred 
Thousand volumes. This m agnifi­ 
cent, illum inating link w ith the 
ancient w orld w ent up in smoke 
—keeping the baths in A lexan­ 
dria hot for six m onths. For that 
stupid crime we rem em ber Omar. 
The others w e forget easily. 
But. in contrast—and m ark this 
well, Bill—the w orks of the great 
contributors to culture are a part 
of alm ost every home in the 
w orld. Their painting and sculp- 
turings are copied; their books are 
re-w ritten, abridged, or inculca- 
ed into books of lesser degree; 
their music is- played or tra n ­ 
scribed and even popularized for 
the benefit of the juke-box de­ 
votee. C ulture—it is an inescap­ 
able part of our lives. 


GREAT CITIES of our nation 
set m any exam ples. G reat in­ 
dustrialists in these cities have 
agreed, for instance, that Sym ­ 
phony orchestra is the finest ad­ 
vertising m edium a city can have. 
Philadelphia becam e a household 
w ord because of the Philadelphia 
Sym phony orchestra; San F ran ­ 
cisco voted a part of their tax 
m onies to support their Sym ­ 
phony O rchestra: and we never 
think 
of Pasadena 
unless 
we 
think of the Pasadena Symphony, 
or H untington Library. 


PALM SPRIN GS is- a com m u­ 
nity that lends itself well to ser­ 
ious cultural consideration. But 
w e should guard against our con­ 
sideration being of a parochial 
character; our considerations and 
observations 
should 
be of 
an 
ecum enical nature. If we are hon­ 
est w e will agree th at we are re­ 
quired to take this broader view 
in our thinking if only due to 
the fact that the people who come 
to Palm Springs, for either a brief 
or extended sojourn, come from 
the four com ers of the earth. I 
feel sure th a t the founders of 
this com m unity m ust have taken 
that broad outlook for, through 
a com bination of necessity and 
vision, they developed the life­ 
less ilesert into a life-giving, v i­ 
brating city. In view of this it 
also occurs to m e that, if these 
pioneers w ere here today, they 
w ould say, 
“let’s

I’m ra th ­ 
er convinced that they would 
have done this Bill, because they 
w ere a progressive people.

They are as 
universal as the sun w e rave 
about so much.

Hotel Survey Nationally Predicts 
Gloomy Picture for Tourist Trade 


Survey of th e hotel business 
conducted by the U nited Press 
nationally, indicates th at business 
was “not too good.” 
The survey showed th at tour­ 
ist center 
hotels suffered 
the 
greatest loss in business w ith oc­ 
cupancy falling off as m uch as 15 
per cent in California and more 
than six per cent in New York 
City. 


NEARLY A LL of the m an­ 
agers of to u rist hotels reported 
th at w eek-end trade had fallen 
off from the high rate established 
during and im m ediately after the 
w ar, but th at th e decrease had 
been expected. 
The Chicago Hotel association 
said 1946 was the peak year for 
hotel business in the nation. Last 
year was not as good and except 
for a few scattered instances, the 
association predicts th at 1948 is 
not expected to be as profitable 
as 1947. 


SMALLER 
HOTELS 
already 
are beginning to feel the pinch 
of

These hotels, in the past years 
have

turned dow n at the main hotels. 
But since the decline in busi­ 
ness, that fell off. 
None of the hotel m anagers

THEY SAID that thi high cost 
of living had caused many per­ 
sons to postpone promised vaca­ 
tions and had forced those who 
did take pleasure trips to con­ 
serve w htrever possible. 
At Salt Lake City, Utah, the 
leading hotels reported that their 
business had improved over last 
year, but operators of the sm aller 
places expressed doubt. 


"LAST YEAR we w ere getting 
a lot of overflow from the large 
hotels but this year w e’re not,” 
one m anager said. “Our business 
has fallen off about 15 per rent 
during the past month and I 
would im agine that the larger 
hotels have noticed a decrease, 
no m atter w hat they say. 
I do

Extend Time and 
Bag Limits for 
Duck Hunters 


The U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
service 
has 
granted 
California 
waterfowl hunters an increased 
duck bag lim it and longer shoot­ 
ing periods for the 1948-49 season. 
In a recent announcem ent from 
W ashington. D. C* D irector Al­ 
bert M. Day defined the split 
hunting season from October 15 
to October 31, and from Decem­ 
ber 23 to Jan u ary 8. 
The two 
17-day periods top the duration of 
last year's seasons by a total of 
six days. 
Daily bag liim ts for m igratory 
game bird hunters in California 
will be 25 m ergansers; 15 coots; 
10 doves; 
10 pigeons; 
5 ducks, 
including one wood duck; 5 geese 
in any com bination not exceeding 
two Canada geese, w hite-fronted 
geese, or brant. Possession lim its 
have been set at five geese and 
brant in the aggregate. 25 m er­ 
gansers, 15 coots, 10 doves, 10 
pigeons, and except on opening 
days. 10 ducks. 
Dove hunting will be legal be­ 
tween Septem ber 1 and Septem ­ 
ber 
30. 
except 
in 
Im perial 
county, w here the season extends 
from October 1 to O ctober 31. 
Bantail pigeons m ay be taken 
from Septem ber 1 to Septem ber 
15 in the boundary counties of 
Marin, 
Napa, 
Sonoma, 
Solano, 
El Dorado, Sacram ento, and in 
all couDties north of the bound­ 
ary counties. Pigeon hunting in 
the rem ainder of the state was 
set between Decem ber 1 and De­ 
cember 15. 
Shooting hours have also been 
liberalized 
by 
the 
Federal 
agency. Doves m ay be taken from 
one-half hour before sunrise to 
sunset, except on th e opening 
days of season, w hen shooting 
starts at Noon. Pacific Standard 
Time (1 p. m., C.D.T.). 
Hunters m ay go after pigeons 
w ith shotgun or bow and arrow 
from one-half hour before sun­ 
rise to sunset for the entire sea­ 
son. 
Except for the opening day of 
each season, shooting hours for 
migratory w aterfow l have been 
set from one-half hour before 
sunset. On O ctober 15 and D e­ 
cember 23, shooting w ill start at 
Noon. Pacific Standard Time, or 
1 p. m.. California D aylight Time. 
Regulations prohibiting the use 
of autom atic loading or repeating 
shotguns capable of holding more 
than three shells continue in ef­ 
fect.

Also that 
there are 200 Indian children re­ 
ceiving public school education at 
a cost of $300 per child per year 
paid for by taxpayers. The w ork­ 
ing out of this problem would 
tak e a long time, said Easley.
